Detectives in Europe and America 
Wiorkins on the Case, 

New York, May 20.—(Special. }—Three dia- 
monds cut from the world famous Excelsior 
stone and valued in the aggregate at $90,000 
were stolen from the shop of Tiffany and 
company on May 4 The fact was made pub- 
u for the first time today. Detective forces 
on two continents are working to recover 
the gems. | kes 

In all ten diamonds were cut from the Ex- 


celsior last fall shortly after ite purchase | 


‘by Tittany from an English syndicate. The 
stone was found at Jegersfontein, South 
Africa, in 1898, and in the rough weighed 974 
carats. It was the largest diamond that ever 


nas been cut up and the total value of the ten 


stones taken from it was $500,000. Five of 
the diamonds were sold by Tiffany to well 
known New York people last Christmas. 


Of the remaining five the company now has 


only two. E 
Stolen in the Workshop. 

The robbery wae committed in the work- 
shop, on the fifth floor of the Tiffany build- 
ing, in Union square, on the afternoon of 
Thursday, May 4 The next morning, when 
the manager of the department went to take 
them from the safe in which they should 
have been locked for the night, they had 
disappeared. In fact, the three diamonds 
upon which a trusted workman had been em- 
ployed all day on May 4 never bad been 
placed in the safe. Loosely wrapped in pa- 
per the $90,000 worth of jewels had been laid 
by the workman on the shelf window of the 
wire cage which separates the office from the 

Tept Secret Sixteen Days. 

Although sixteen days have passed sincd 
the robbery was committed not one satis- 
factory clew has been found, but Tiffany 
and company and the police are confident 
that the jewels cannot be disposed of with- 
out detection. | 
Ot the three diamonds, the largest weighs 
thirty-one karats and is valued at $50,000. 
Another of twenty-four karats is worth 
$25,000. The smallest one, weighing twenty 
karats, would bring $15,000. All are pearl 
shaped and absolutely pure white. Their 
brilliancy ig remarkable. Bach one is flaw- 
lesa, Tiffany and company were proud of the 
ten diamonds, and as experts pronounced 
them to be as fine as ever known. 

They never had been displayed in the store, 
but were shown to customers in the diamond 
room. J, Pierpont Morgan, Thomas W. Law- 
gon, the Astors, Vanderbilt, and other 
| wealthy people handled and admired them 
when the firm decided first to sell the ten 
stones in one set. The price asked—$500,000— 
proved a stumbling block to this plan, so the 
diamonds had to be disposed of separately.

Hither the powers of the present state 
board of arbitration should be enlarged so 
that it could conduct a compulsory. investi- 
gation or a new commission should be created 
to investigate judicially every strike and 
place the blame where it belongs, in the 
opinion of Mr. Dunne. Then an examination 
of the contracts between employers and em- 
ployés would be made and the side which has 
violated the terms of these contracts would 
be shown as the party at fault. 

Would Prevent Labor Troubles. 

„This state board also would be a great ad- 
vantage in the prevention of labor troubles. 
Either side, when a struggte ts in prospect, 
ceuld say that the other party has threat- 
ened to violate the contract and demand an 
investigation before a lockout or a strike,” 
said the mayor. | 

The trouble with the present state board 
of arbitration is that it is a voluntary body, 
not authorized under the law to swear in wit- 
nesses and conduct a compulsory investiga- 
tion, and permitted only to tender its services 
to arbitrate the difficulties. 

“Tt might not be a bad dea to have the 
commission. composed of five members, two 
to be selected by the governor, to present the 
facts of each side-men like Clarence Dar- 
row and Levy Mayer, who have obtained full 
knowledge of the situation on both sides, to 
inform the umpire. — 

„It might also be well for the city council 
to be empowered by statute to conduet such 
a labor investigation and to force the testi- 
mony of witnesses. in any investigation it 
may undertake. | 

MNMayor's Idea of 

„This commission should be empowered to 
bring parties before them to hear and de- 
termine who was to blame for the contro- 
versy and who was at fault,“ continued the 
mayor.

“There ought to be at least 1,000 patrol- 
men added to the force, Chief O'Neill said. 
“IT have called attention to this necessity 
year by year. It is contveded by that we 
need more police, and before long the citi- 
zens of Chicago are liable to encounter seri- 
ous problems which an inadequate police 
force cannot be expected to solve. f 

In Need of 2,000 More Policemen. 

In fact, as Capt. Piper, our recent Gotham 
critic said, we need at once an increase of 
1,000 .men and then an addition of another 
1,000 immediately after the first thousand 
ruse been equipped and instructed in their 

uties. 

“Year after Year the numerical and, 1 
might add. the physical strength of the 
lower ranks is decreasing, and at the end 
of the present year it has reached its low- 
est figure since 1891. The strength and effi- 
clency of a police force are largely in its pa- 
trolmen, and no degree of efficiency or as- 
siduity on the part of the commanding om- 
cers can offset deficient numbers. 

“In 1898 we had more than 2,700 botrol⸗ 
men; today we have but 2,316, not includ- 
ing the 800 new men, although the city has 
increased yearly in territory and popula 


tion. 
Comparison of Three Cities. 


In London and New York there are twen- 
ty-five policemen to the square mile, while 
in Chicago we have only sixteen to the square 
mile. London has one policeman to .each 
353 population, New York has one policeman 
to each 500 population, and Chicago has only 
one policeman to every 681 inhabitants. 

“The new men are fine specimens phys. 
ically and are the stuff that good policemen 
are made of. They have responded volun- 
tarily to a call for help in a time of danger 
and should receive some consideration for 
their bravery and courage. I certainly want 
to keep them if I can.’ 

The civil service list of eligibles will soon 
be posted and those of the new policemen 
who have passed the test can be retained 

by the city if the council authorizes their re-

* While all W has been centered with- 
in the last few days on efforts—which last 
night came to..naught—to settle the team- 
sters’ strike, the garment workers’ struggle 
which led to it has been forgotten. The 
immediate cause of the drivers’. action 
was the strike of seventeen cutters employed 
by Montgomery Ward & Co. They, too, 
would have been lost sight of had not the 
hearing before Master in Chancery Sherman 
brought out this phase of the matter. 

The walkout of the Ward & Co. cutters 
was part of the general strike of the garment 
workers referred to. A history of this gen- 
eral strike was prepared yesterday by Sec- 
retary Martin J. Isaacs of the National 
Wholesale Tailors’ association, at the shops 
of whose members the struggle was directed. 
Ward-& Co. were not, at the beginning of the 
trouble, in this association. . 

This history shows that the association 
had agreements with the United Garment 
workers, all but one of which expired March 
1, 1905. The exception was local 21, the cut- 
ters whose contract ran until June 1, 1908. 


Give Clausé of Contracts. 


“All the contracts which expired March 
1,” the sketch asserts, “ contained the fol- 
lowing clause ‘It is further agreed that if 
any new contract or any changes are de- 
sired in the foregoing, they shall be sub- 


mitted by either party in writing not later 


than Nov. 1, 1904, and. ahall be executed not 
later than Dec. 16, 1904.’ ”’ 

The association sent, a letter Oct. 2% to 
the representatives of the various locals 
containing the following: It appears that 
some of the conditions of the contract do not 
meet with the unanimols approval of mem- 
bers of our association. In the interest, 
therefore, of more harmonious relations, it 
is our desire that there shall be no renewal 
of the contract for another year. We 
can assure that we do not contemplate mak- 
ing any changes in the working conditions of 
our employés that will be detrimental to 
their interests.” 


Strike I¢ Ordered on Nov. 17. 


A series of meetings with representatives 
of the union who desired a contract renew- 
al followed. The last meeting was held Nov. 
17. On the following daß,“ the history 
continues, “‘a general strike was ordered. 
The coatmakers steadfastly refused to 
order a strike. Over 80 per cent of the coat- 
makers remained at work, and the other 20 
per cent. returned in ten days.

Miss Bender’s Cline. Another Man. 

Miss Bender claimed to have been married 
to Col. Cline In 1896, Cline taking the name

She said 
that he was the father of her child, born 
in 1897. 

Testimony in the case has been taken be- 
fore Judge Cutting since May 10 All the 
evidence showed that Col. Cline was not the 
Robert Cline whom Miss Bender is alleged 
to have married.

CLASH OVER ARCHITECT FEE. 


Some Members of County Board Oppose 
Payment of Five Per Cent of 


Building’s Cost. 


Controversy over the compensation of the 
architect for the proposed new courthouse 
is expected to develop at tomorrow's meet- 
ing of the county voard. 
When rules regarding the contest for archi- 
tect were formulated the commissioners de- 
cided that the supervising architect should 
receive 8 per cent for the first $1,000,000 of 
the cost of the building, 4 per cent for the 
next $1,000,000, and 3 per cent for any 
amount over that figure.

$3,500,000 courthouse. 
Should the building. exclusive of furnish- 
ings, cost $3,500,000, and a 5 per cent fee is 
paid, the architect will receive

cided upon, the architect's fee on a $3,600,000 
building would be $142,500.

(NEW HAVEN MEW ARE EASY WIN- 
NERS OF DUAL TRACK MEET. 


Capt. Schick of the Crimson Team 
Lands the Twe Dashes at New 
Haven, but His Associates Fail to 
Keep Up the Pace—Cambridge Men 


First in Three Other Events—Strong 


: Wind Interferes with the Runners 
95 Blows Over the ‘Hurdles.

Eli Parsons, the intercollegi- 
ate champion half miler, was in superb form 
in his event and loped home an easy first. 


Yale Sweeps the Hammer Throw. 

Yale made it a sweepstakes victory in the 
‘hammer throw. George Harris, a riovice, sur- 
prising the crowd by dodging Champion Tom 
.Sheviin. Roswell Tripp, the only Chicago: 
boy to score in the meet, took third in this 
event. This was the only event in Which 
elther team was shut out, although Harvard 
had à narrow squeak in the N vault, in 
which Harvard had a man tied for third 
two Tale rivals. 

Yale outclassed Harvard alike on the track 
and on the field,-although her showing was 
better on the cinder path. In the seven 
track events Tale rolled up a score of 38 
to 26 points for the Cambridge representa- 
tives. In the five field events Yale piled up 
27 1-6 points to 12 5-6 for fair Harvard. Of 
the thirteen firsts Yale took eight, and scored 
nine seconds to three for Harvard, second 
place being divided in one event. Of the 
thirds Yale took five and Harvard — 
two being a tle. 

Breaks One Dual Meet Record. 

The only record which went to smash was 
in the 220 yard flat race,:in which Capt. 
Schick of Harvard broke the worsted in :21%, 
a fifth of a second better than any previous 
performance in Yale-Harvard dual meets. | 
Twice he turned the trick, making the record 
in his trial and again in his final heat. 

Throughout the meet a high wind blew, 
preventing anything like record breaking in 
the hurdle events. The wind took away the 
hurdles in many cases before the hurdlers 
them. 

| Sixth Dual Meet. | 

Today’ s was the sixth annual Yate-Harvara 
battle in track athletics under the dual cup 
competition. In point of weather and size 
of crowd the rival teams were favored, the 
brilliant sun and spring foliage tempting out 
society in large numbers to the clubhouse. 
Three thousand were at the meet, Harvard’s 
contingent numbering 500. It was loyal and 
noisy throughout, although outnumbered by 
the Yale cheering section.

ment until the warm weather sets in, when 
he will engage H Keity in a friendly box- 
ing exhibition at Benton Harbor, Mich,, and 
immediately after the final call of time he 
will bow himself out of the game and hand 
the middleweight championship title over to 
Kelly. 
Jeffries’ title is a world's affair, a yard wide 


honor, 80 to speak, and frayed on the edges 
at that. Not thet Tommiy’s claim to the title 
is not better than some of the other claim- 
ants, but the fact remains old man Bob 
Fitzsimmons. malntains that, as he never 
was, beaten for the title since he won it from 
Jack Dempsey at New Orleans over four- 
teen years ago, he is still the rightful owner.

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WASTE AND LEAKAGE. — 
The city engineer reports that the water 
mains are old and too small, the pumping 
stations in poor condition, and the cribs in 
need of extensive repairs. Yet he says he 
is of the opinion that the $4,300,000 now 
being expended on the improvement of the 
water system will take care of the needs of 
the city for the next fout years. 


28 Notwithstanding this comforting assur- 


ante there is reason to believe that many 
of the residents of extensive portions of the 
city will not cease complaining of a scant 
supply of water during certain seasons of 
the year. The hew pumps which are to be 
installed in 1906 will be of no material 
benefit in localities where the great trouble 
is the small size of the mains: Most of those 
in Hyde Park, for instance, were laid to 
supply a population occupying private 
houses built on fifty foot lots. Themains do 
not meet the needs of a territory which is 
being covered with flat buildings, each hous- 


e ing many families. 


The city engineer reports also that after 


} 1908 either the meter system must be in- 


stalled or a further expenditure of $5,- 
000,000 will be needed. The money will be 
required for new tunnels and pumping sta- 
tions and larger mains. Even after that 
money shall bave been spent provision will 
be made for ten years only. Then more 
millions will have to be expended. 

The city engineer reiterates his beet 
that 74 per cent of the water pumped is 
‘wasted. Then in the name of common sense 
why not stop the wastage instead of mul- 
tiplying tunnels and pumping engines? 
Much of it is due to defective mains, pipes, 
and house plumbing. It is admitted that no 
systematic attempt has ever been made to 
stop it. Then let the attempt be made. It 
will cost much less new 
nel. 

There is deliberate waste of water by 
many consumers. The installation of meters 
would stop that. Hitherto aldermen have 
not had courage to stand up against the 
protests of constituents who objected to 
meters. They would rather vote a million 
dollars for a new tunnel. 

If waste and leakage were greatly abated, 
it would not be necessary to duplicate tun- 
nels and pumping engines. A tithe of the 
money it is proposed to expend on them 
would provide larger mains where needed. 
Those mains would give better protection 
against fire, and cut down insurance rates. 

There is a simple, comparatively inex- 
pensive method of providing Chicagoans at 
all seasons with all the water they feed. 
The municipality should have sufficient 
business capacity to adopt it, and end the 
t complaints of citizens that 
| they cannot get the water they are ag as 
to pay for. : |

THE HOCH VERDICT. 

The quickness with which the jury in the 
Johann Hoch case agreed on a verdict 
caused some surprise. Nobody who had 
read the newspaper accounts of Hoch’s ca- 
reer and his own statements doubted he was 
a consummate villain. But the evidence 
supporting the particular charge on which 
he was tried, that he had poisoned his wife, 
Mrs. Walcker-Hoch, as given in the news- 
paper reports, did not seem altogether con- 
clusive. Jurors are more inclined nowa- 
days to be lenient than severe; they are more 
disposed to try to find a reasonable doubt 
than to try to get rid of one; and the fact 
that the twelve men who heard the evidence 
were all convinced, before they retired to 
deliberate, that the prisoner was guilty will 
be generally accepted ag conclusive.

PRESBYTERIAN FEDERATION. 

“There are twelve distinct Presbyterian’ 
bodies in the United States. The largest 
are the Northern, the Cumberland, the 
United, the Southern, and the Reformed, 
Several efforts have been made to unite | 
some of them, but with little success. They | 
agree substantially as to creed, but differ- 
ences concerning the negro or minor points 
of doctrine have thus far kept them apart. 
A federal plan of union. is now being 
considered. If it were adopted the Presby- 
terian churches would be ‘organized in a 
manner analogous to the United States. 
There would be a “ federal council of the 
reformed churches in the United States 
holding the, Presbyterian system.” This 
council would consist of four representatives 
of each denomination for every 100,000 
communicants or fraction thereof up to 
300,000, and of four for each 200,000 com- 
municents ip excess of this number, and 
would occupy a relation to all the federated 
churches similar to that of the federal gov- 
erument to the states. It would carry on 
work in which they were all equally in- 
terested, and regarding which there were no 
differences, such as home and foreign mis- 
sions, and would so direct their labors as to 
avoid, as far as possible, waste of energy. 
The constituent churches, meantime, would 
retain their individuality and their pecu- 
liazities of creed, government, and worship, 
as the states of the union retain their in- 
dividuality and peculiarities of custom, law, 
and government. 

The new plan does not propose to remove 
the stumbling blocks which ha ve in the past 
prevented union. It proposes to go around 


upon all points of doctrine and unite for all 
purposes, let them agree upon, and unite for, 
such as they can. The scheme seems feasi- 
ble as well as wise. Conimittees of the Re- 
formed and Northern Presbyterian churches 
already have indorsed it and the Southern 
Presbyterian general assembly, now in ses- 
sion, has referred it to a committee. 

Its adoption might lead ultimately to com- 
plete consolidation, and if it did not it would 
be a step toward that amicable and intimate 
codperation between Christian bodies which 
is generally considered extremely desirable. 
There are thirteen different kinds of Bap- 
tists in the country, seventeen kinds of 
Methodists, and five general bodies and 
eighteen independent synods of Lutherans. 
Perhaps if the proposed Presbyterian fed- 
eration worked well these denominations 
would see advantages in 


THE WAR DURING THE "WEEK. 

With Rojestvensky’s fleet finally at sea | 
and @ naval combat within the possibilities 
at any day, and the Japanese armies north 
of Mukden advancing on the Russian posi- 
tions, the war in the far east is again assum- 
ing momentous interest. 

‘Rojestvensky’s fleet left the friendly shel- 
ter of the bays along the French Indo-China 
coast on May 14 or 15. The fact was offi- 
cially reported to the French admiralty. 
The Russian vice admiral left sixty-three 
transports and colliers behind him, and 
these have assembled nedr Saigon. All this 
indicates that the Russian vice admiral has 
started on the final stage of the voyage that 
will end either with battle ape disaster 
with Togo or at Viadivost | 

The Russian fleet was las b sighted on

it had the easy choice of three routes: Either 
north of Luzon into the Pacific, or through 
the Bashee channel and thence ward | 
east of Formosa, or between Formosa and 
the China coast.

Huddersfield, England, one of the pioneers 
in the municipal operation of street rail- 
ways, coal trucking, and other forms of 
municipal activity, has of late been ex- 
tending the area of municipal ownership, 
One of its most recent achievements in this 
| direction will undoubtedly appeal strongly 
to many Chicago parents, especially among 
the working classes. 

The corporation of Huddersfield met the 
other day and coolly and deliberately ma- 
tured its new experiment. Its general 
features are as follows: The person who 
first notifies the health office of a birth will 


health office will dispatch municipal nurses | 


of, it. They will instruct the mother in 
everything relating to the nursing and rear- 
ing of the child, the proper food and exercise 
for it, the best manner of clothing it, how 
it ahall play aud exercise, and what shall be 
done for it when ailing. They will also in- 
struct the father as to its education as well 
as its punishment when it is naughty, for 
Huddersfield still believes in the good old 
practice of spanking. If the mother is a 
working woman, as many of the mothers of 
Huddersfield are, it being a mill town, her 
baby will be maintained free of charge 
during working hours at a municipal day 
nursery. Besides all this, the corporation 
will give a guinea to each mother when baby 
reaches the age of 12 months.

right and operate them for the good of the 
public service. It simply assumes the charge 
of them during the tender years when they

“TRE HABIT OF HAPPINESS. 


Senator Beveridge, in a magazine article, 
urges people to “ get into the habit of hap- 
piness.” Anybody ‘can do it, he says. 
" Practice saying to yourself when you 
awaken in the morning: Everything is all 
right —and keep on saying it. You will be 
surprised how nearly all richt the mere 
saying of it at the beginning of the day

Senator Beveridge's standpoint is that of 
a man of buoyant, optimistic temperament. 
Some are born happy. Mr. Beveridge was. 
He was not born with a gold spoon in his 
‘mouth. It looked more like pewter. He 
knew the pinch of poverty. He had a hard 
struggle to attain his present high position. 
But it is safe to say that during the whole 
time he was cheerful and hopeful. It was 
his nature, and it is the nature of many, 
most of whom, perhaps, do not fully appre- 
ciate their good fortune. Others are born 
unhappy. They have a predisposinon to 
misery as truly as some have a predisposi- 
tion to consumption. They are congenital 

ts, “ born unto trouble as the sparks 
fly upwards,” and it is much harder for them 
to be happy than for the optimists. 

Senator Beveridge also speaks from the 
standpoint of a man who has won. Many 
have lost. Perhaps it is their fault, but that 
does not increase the pleasantness of their 
reflection. Perhaps it is not their fault. Hon- 

esty and perseverance usually succeed, but 
not always. They may be joined to small 
‘ability. Intellect, ambition, character, and 
persistency united sometimes are balked 
by ill health. Whatever the cause of his 
‘failure, the aspiring man who has been 
thwarted finds the habit of happiness harder 
to get then either the one who has not aimed 
high or the one who, aiming high, bas bie 
his mark. | 

Happiness is largely a . of health. 
Weak stomachs and torpid livers seldom 
kill, but they often make hypochondriacs. 
The man who can be perfectly serene and 
hopeful when his system is full of bile, and 
the buildings, and trees, and people around 
look alternately black and yellow, has that 

“perfected self-masteryx which Aristotle 
erb as the ne plus ultra of virtue and 
‘philosophy.

Somewhere in every man there is some 
good.

Neither a church nor an individual can help 
thie world when they have more confidence 
in the power of evil to become all pervasive 
than in the power of the Most High to make 
his purposes felt in every heart as truly as he 
makes his sun to shine on the just and the un- 
just. The church first consigns men to perdi- 
tion and then wonders why they dre reluc- 
tant to walk with it the other way. So long 
as you have faith in total depravity you will 
find some facts to substantiate it. 

But there isa better way. Sympathy with 
men will do more for them than sermons on 
their sins. Look for the best in them and 
you will find things better than you expected. 
There are flower beds as well as garbage 
heaps in every heart; at least, there are 
spots where #eede of the fairest flowers of 
heaven may be sown. 

You do not have to be a foot to have faith 
in your fellows. You do not need to take 
the padlocks off your house; but you do need 
to take them off your heart. There may be 
those whom it would be wrong to trust with 
your cash box; but it Is a greater wrong to 
withhold from them your kindness. You 
can show them that you believe the best in- 
stead of the worst them. 

The great teacher told men that he came 
not to condemli but to give life. His fol- 
lowers have too often occupied themselves 
wholly with condemnation and then won- 
dered that their sentences saved none. Every 
soul knows its own sentence; what it needs 
to feel is that God and all good men are 
with it, hebping it to shake off that sentence, 


stead of all things conspiring to keep à man 
down, there is a cloud of witnesses cheer- 
ing him on, a mighty choir invisible insplr- 
ing his heart. And there is nothing any man 
can do of greater worth .to the world than 
to cheer on another by his faith in him, his 
high expectation of him, hie wise blindness 
to some little faults, and his propagating ap- 
proval of the least s of any good.

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Glut of Educated Men 
Threatens the World. 


By Austin Bierbower. 


SOURCE of discontent which must 
soon be felt painfully in the United 
States is the education of the people 
above the recognized needs of educa- 

tion. Through the extraordinary em- 
phasis given by our democracy to uni- 
versal education more men and wom- 
em are now trained, especially in the un- 
versities, than there ies demand for. 
Not half of them are needed in the learned 
professions, or can make a livelihood through 
thelr learning. A large part are, accordihg- 
ly, living in poverty, or drifting into lower 
occupations, 

Many college graduates fill clerkships, 
teach in primary schools, and act as book 
agents or traveling salesmen, for which their 
education poorly qualifies them. The result

Half of them are useless, 
and the world’s learning is. mostly wasted, 
The rush to the universities by youth from 
the country and small towns, where there is 
Uttle to interest them except education, ag- 
gravates the evil, since the plethora is mostly 
of inferior minds, incapable of taking on the 
dest university training.

He can put his learning to use only in the 
professions, literature, politics, and some 
few applications of science to the industrial 
arts. But these flelds are limited and just 
now overcrowded. Applicants must wait to 
get in, and must take their turn at work, 
working often but half time and for small 
wages. There is a general demand for moré 
places instead of for more men to fill them, 
People are hunted who want talent, instead 
of those who have it, talent going begging for 
places instead of places for talent.

HE popular idea that the man who dab- 
bles in many kinds of work before set- 
tling down to the work that is to be 
his life vocation is worthless is hard- 
ly applicable to things as they are. 

Most men nowadays try many kinds of work 
before striking the line that is to be theirs 
for life. In the sense that the old proverb, 
„ rolling stone gathers no moss.“ is used 
to apply to the man who shifts from one po- 
sition to the other, most men today are roll- 
ing stones. Some roll farther and longer 
than others. But they all roll considerably 
before lodging in the spot that is to be their 
rmanent resting place. 
11 you are the average American citizen 
with a settled occupation at present, you 
have changed your occupation more than 
once. Leaving the rural district, where a 
man is a farmer or nothing, out of the case, 
the average man changes his occupation 
something like three times before he finds 
the work that he sticks to. This is not say- 
ing that it only requires three changes for 
one to find the life work, or that every man 
finds it at all. But this is close to the 
proper number of changes that the average 
city man makes before he gets the job 
that he holds, according to a man who makes 
a specialty of finding positions for people. 
Seldom is it that a man falls into the line 
that he is especially adapted for at the first 
trial. It matters apparently not if he is 
especially trained for a vocation, he usually 
must change before he is in the right one, 
School Boy Changes O | 
2 case ot the average city boy with 
the high echool education starting out in life. 
Usually he is able to secure & position that 
holds forth good prospects for the future. 
As a minor clerk in à large house he has only 
to “stick” long enough and he will be re- 
warded by a posit.on hich enough to satisfy 
ony moderate ambition. This, at least, is the 
theory, 
But he seldom sticks in one place or even in 
one line long enough to win success by the 
slow process of working up, despite the suc- 
cess stories of prominent men to the con- 
trary. There are any number of possible 
reasons Why he should not stick.

work. This in itself is enough to insure that

Train Boye 4 Be Better Men 

The only remedy for this condition, besides 
a discontinuance of the agitation for collegt- 
ate training, is to sever education to u large 
extent from special forms of business, such 
as the learned professions, and| train youth 
to be better men instead of better workéera 

When there was so much to do in this coun- 
try that all capacity had to be set to work, 
especially learned capacity, scholarship nate 
urally became practical. It had to be ap- 
plied, and it was accordingly useful, and went 
farther in beneficial results than in any other 
country. But now that it has done its pio. 
neer work, so that but part of the scholars 
are needed, scholarship must find an end fn 
itself, and be content with the enjoymeht 
which culture brings, without looking «te: 
financial results. In England this is largely 
done, where many Oxonians care only for 
learned leisure, and enjoy their culturé as 
they do their sports,

Demand for Workers Limitless. 
We have a limitless demand for men in 
other than learned work, where many of our 


scholars can find employment; so that they + 


need not be idlers to the same extent as in 
England, Besides expanding the subjects 
on which learning may be spent, as the in- 
dustrial arts, where science is being more 
introduced, necessitating many  scientifis 
men, the learned can spend their leisure at 
books while giving their productive hours 
to commerce or farming. 

Learning does not spoil one fer any cen 
pation. Besides improving most work, it 
may be enjoyed ag mere culture. Scholars 
must learn to do thing else than make 
their living at thelr earn. In times 
Uke the present they must accpstom them- 
selves to enjoy a life which is not. highly 
intellectual. We cannot have so many 
learned unless they do something that goes 
not tax their learning. Working at one thing 
and enjoying their culture at another, they 
must often work without using their braing, 
as well ag take pleasure without using them) 
as they do in riding, hunting, golf, and Gan- 
cing—an easy diversion, since one can spend 
but little of his time at kearned work, even 
when favorably employed for it, and mug 
give the rest to mental relaxation. 

Common Labor Must Be Dignified, 

As we cannot reduce the number oft. 
cated men, we must train them into new 
channels and get wider occupation for the 
brain. Common work must be held dt for 
scholars, and even for geniuses. Only thus 
can we absorb the plethora of scholarahip 
in the next generation, when so many schools 
are in full blast and training is pursuedast 
such high pressures.

Do Trusts Stop 
and Old Style Strikes? 


By George 


is an old proverd to the effect 
that the more a man knows. about 
political economy the lesa he Knows 
about business. The fores of the truth 

of the proverb will become clear on a 

little reflection... For it should be plain that 
the man who spends his time in trying to 
master the large and important laws which 
govern the general operation of business it 
self, can have little time to devote to the 
practical details of business. In other words, 
a good economist ought to make a poor 
business man. And such seems to be the fact. 
The writer of this article has himself spent 


much of his leisure in reading the works of | 


political economists and in trying to assimi- 
late their viewpoint, but he has noted a re- 


markable fact which seems to have escaped — 


the economists themselves. Economists will 
cling to an old opinion long after a business 
man would have abandoned it as perfectly 
futile. For example, let us look into the 
question of trusts and competition. 


Strikes Follow Business Panics. 

In most of the text books given to young 
men studying economics in the colleges you 
will find the opinion that strikes generally 
accompany the end of a. panic. The econo 
mists are certain of them, have figured out 
the causes of panics and strikes with al- 
most mathematical exactness, and the fol- 
lowing account of it all probably will inter- 
est the man of business. According to the 
classical view the manufacturing of all com- 
modities has as its basis the fact that manu- 
facturers sell fheir products in a market 
open to competition. If you do not assume 
this to be the fact, all the rest of the argu- 
ment will fall to pleces. Let us, therefore, 
assume it—for the present. And let us take 
as an example of production the one com- 
modity of shoes. What will be said here 
about shoes applies to all other commodi- 
ties manufactured and sold in the open mar- 
ket; and if we suppose that all other busi- 
nesses are carried on, in general, just like 
we are going to suppose the shoe business 
is carried on, then when we have accounted 
for strikes and panics in shoes, we have 
accounted for strikes and panics in all other 
lines. 

Let us suppose, for the sake of the argu- 
ment, that all the shoes in the country are 
made by ten different factories, each inde 
pendent of the other, and all of them bidders 
for the trade. Each factory has its drum- 
mers out, each supplies ite own territory, 
but these territories overlap, and the gen- 
eral trade is made sharper and more com- 
petitive by the activities of railroads “ne 
other methods of er 


How Figure 

Now it should be plain that the people in 
the country will consume each year a certain 
quantity of shoes. The people demand 80 
many shoes each year, and these shoes have 
to be made by the factories. But how is the 
manufacturer to know just how many shbes 
to produce? How ia he to anticipate his 
trade? 

He does it in several ways: He feels the 
pulse of his trade by estimates founded on 
general demand from jobbers, who, in turn, 
feel the pulse of their own trade, and finally 
it is up to the manufacturer to decide his 
output for spring and fall trade, and thus the 
ten factories go on producing, as in “good 
times, a considerably larger quantity of 
shoes year after year. The individual man- 
ufacturer congratulates himself on the in- 
crease of his profits, even though prices have 
been observed to fall a little, and eversthing 
looks prosperous and happy. 

This sort of thing goes on fora tee years, 
when suddenly there comes a clap of thunder 
in the shoe business. Demand suddenly falls 
off. The jobbers havea lot of shoes left over. 
The retailers never saw so poor a demand. 
People don't seem to want shoes as they 
wanted them last year.

Demand Not 

But ig this the fact? 

No, it is not. The fact fs that the people 
are buying shoes right along, and probably 
have bought as many shoes this year as

When Trust Mevednent Began. . 

The answer is that such a fact existe aud 
should be as plain as a pike staff to any oné 
who cares to look at it. Just after the last 
panic, which took place In 1808, the Jarge 
manufacturers of the United States Deegan 
their gigantic work of organization, Pre- 
vious to that time the state of industry ii thie 
United States was something like that de- 
scribed in the state of the ten independent 
shoe factories—general competition was the 
rule and the manufacturers were making 
goods blindly. Nobody knew how much his 
rivals were going to produce, and although 
each one could make a pretty we? guess as 
to what the total demand in his hhe would be, 
not one could for his life say how much of 
the total d@mand was going to fall to his 
share. Each one made a grab for all he could 
get, with the general result that all over- 
reached themselves and the vast pile of un- 
used and unsold commodities {nm the stores 
and warehouses fell with a great crash on 
the head of the industry, something like the 
rain of dollars on the head of the foolish mene

But soon after 1898 the ten shoe factories 
got together, organized themselves into one 
shoe factory, and the trouble was stopped at 
its source.

Refreshments of All Kinds Served. 


Besides having no end of hot tea to help 
them endure the play, the Chinese theater- 
goers are served with other refreshments, 


‘for which they pay extra; among these are 


fruits, nuts, sweets, and melon seeds. The 
latter are eaten by every one in China who 
can afford them, although they are cosfly— 
about 20 cents per bowl. Much to our sur- 
prise we saw also arefresher which in Amer- 
ica is seldom seen, except in barber shops. 
It was a steaming hot towel, a napkin, with 
which the user wiped hishands as well as his 
face, and as calmly and comfortingly as if 
only he and his barber knew what was going 
on. But the Chinese don’t seem to care 
who may see them engaged in any detail of 
personal comfort or convenience; that they 
do not change their shirts in public places ip 
probably because it has never occurred tb 
them to carry clean linen about with them. 

As tt is in Japan, the theater le the only 
place in which a man is seen in company 
with his wife. The women remain indoors 
more than those of Japan. The Chinaman’s 
playful appellation for, his wife is my 
little stay at home; when less genial he 
refers to her as my dull thorn,” or “ my 
stupid one,“ and his hearers are not in doubt 
as to whom he is speaking of. Another point 
of similarity with Japan is that women as 
well as men smoke in the theaters. This 
custom enables the well to do Chinese women 
to “show off” by using conspicuous pipes. 
We saw one lazily inhaling the incense of to- 
bacco from a beautiful water pipe which, a

$1,700,000,000 of this amount had been de- 
posited in the 600 banks which are owned by 
the people and which have no shareholders. 
Unfortunately, however, no more such banks 
ere being established. Nowadays banks are 
founded as purely bysiness enterprises and 
for money making — than savings ~~ 
poses. 
3 
Two Kinds of Banks Urged. 

“J think that in each state there should 
be government inspection and supervision 
of banks by able and experienced men. This 
is the case in many states. 


„Moreover, I desire to emphasize this 
suggestion: 


“I would have but two kinds 
of banks—commercial banks. (this includes 
trust companies) and savings banks. In the 
Society for Savings we have no checking ac- 
counts. The relations between us and bur 
customers are as borrowers and depositors. 
We limit the total of a deposit account to 
$8,000. I would keep the two classes of banks 
wholly separate—business for business banks 
and savings for savings banks. I would not 
permit a savings bank to take the account 
of an other bank, of a merchant, or of a 
manufacturer, nor a commercial bank to 
accept a dollar of savings. 

“The man on the outside of the 8 
makes bankß possible and should receive the 
fullest consideration. He must be protected 
against two kinds of criminals—the noc- 
turnal individual with dynamite and a jimmy 
and the man who expects to put it back. 
He should be insured from loss against the 
risks which commercial banks necessarily 
take in the hope of gaining larger profits. 
There should be no hazardous loans or In- 
vestments made with the money of work- 
ingmen and working women, nor with the 
money of widows and orphans 1

Savings Banks Moralizing seas 
“I believe savings banks are necessary to 


this country. They are a helpful, moral, and 


civilizing force. A man with $10 in a bank 
is a better citizen than he would be if he had 
nothing. Little by little his accumulations 
grow and by and by he has land and a home. 
So savings banks being good for society—a 


guard against socialism, the depositor be- 


coming considerate of property rights, which 
is a fundamental principle of a republic form 
of government—they must be made secure,”

The year after the feud started the county convention 
was held down at Fairmont, and Maj.
